LAFAYETTE 



This district contains Parkchester, the big medium-priced housing 
development. There are more than 1 1,000 families in this develop- 
ment, together with all the stores and services needed to supply this 
"city within a city." The 1 940 Census shows an increase of more than 
2,000 people for Union Port. This includes only a small fraction of the 
40,000 population of Parkchester, most of whose tenants moved in 
after the Census was taken. Union Port promises to become one of the 
most important districts in the Bronx. Throughout the rest of the dis- 
trict, one and two-family houses predominate. In addition to the 
stores in the Parkchester development, shopping is largely concen- 
trated on Westchester Avenue, Williamsbridge Road, Olmstead, and 
Castle Hill Avenues.
